JOHN  H.  TOOKE,  POLITICIAN.

One  evening  early  in  May  1794  a  dinner  was  held  at  the  Crown  and  Anchor 
tavern  in  Arundel  St.,  Strand,  and  was  attended  by  about  300  persons  amongst  whom 
was  the  subject  of  this  article.  Whilst  somewhat  inebriated  he  made  a  speech  in  which 
he  declared  that  Parliament  was  a  nest  of  scoundrels,  after  which  those  present  were 
said  to  have  sung  the  Marseillaise  and  toasted  success  to  the  French  with  whom  we 
were  then  at  war.  This  and  other  activities  of  which  he  was  the  prime  mover  led  to 
his  arrest  for  high  treason. 

John  Horne  to  give  him  his  original  name  was  born  in  1736,  the  son  of  a  wealthy 
poulterer  who  had  his  market  on  the  site  of  what  is  now  Shaftesbury  Avenue.  He 
was  educated  at  Westminster  School,  proceeded  to  Eton  and  then  to  St.  John’s 
College,  Cambridge.  He  wanted  to  study  for  the  Bar  but  apparently  it  was  the  wish 
of  his  father  that  he  should  enter  holy  orders,  although  he  himself  strongly  dislike 
the  idea  of  becoming  an  ecclesiastic.  He  became  curate  in  charge  of  St.  Lawrence 
Church,  Brentford,  in  1759  but  he  was  a  most  un clerical  parson.  “I  have  suffered,” 
he  wrote  to  his  friend  John  Wilkes,  “the  infectious  hand  of  a  bishop  to  be  waved  over 
me  whose  imposition  like  the  sop  given  to  Judas,  is  only  a  signal  for  the  devil  to 
enter”.  He  gained  some  reputation  however  as  a  preacher  and  dispenser  of  medicine 
to  the  poor  of  his  parish. 

In  1773  he  relinguished  all  clerical  engagements  and  commenced  the  study  of  the 
law,  and  began  to  take  an  active  part  in  political  discussions  including  exertions  on 
behalf  of  John  Wilke’s  candidature  as  member  for  Middlesex.  He  was  instrumental 
in  giving  much  assistance  in  the  matter  of  an  inclosure  bill  sponsored  by  William 
Tooke  of  Purley  in  gratitude  for  which  service  this  gentleman  made  him  his  heir 
which  was  the  origin  of  his  adding  to  his  original  name  of  John  Horne  that  of  Tooke. 

During  the  war  with  the  North  American  colonists  he  attacked  the  government 
and  made  a  proposal  for  a  subscription  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  Americans 
who  had  been  “murdered”,  as  he  called  it,  by  British  troops  at  the  battles  of  Lexington 
and  Concord.  For  this  he  was  brought  to  trial  on  a  charge  of  libel  and  sentenced  to 
pay  a  fine  of  £200  and  to  be  imprisoned  for  twelve  months. 

The  trial  for  high  treason,  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph,  took  place  at  the 
Old  Bailey  and  through  the  persuasive  eloquence  of  his  counsel,  the  famous  Thomas 
Erskine,  and  the  sense  of  fair  play  that  distinguished  the  jury  he  was  acquitted  and 
others  with  him. 

John  Horne  Tooke  made  three  attempts  to  enter  Parliament  and  on  the  third 
occasion  in  1801  was  elected  for  the  borough  of  Old  Sarum  but  was  prevented  from 
taking  his  seat  due  to  the  passing  of  an  act  which  disqualified  anyone  holding  priests’ 
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orders  from  representing  a  constituency  in  the  House  of  Commons.  He  then  retired 
into  private  life  and  occupied  himself  with  literary  studies  including  the  production  of 
his  best  known  book,  “The  Diversions  of  Purley,”  a  philological  work  which  earned 
the  praise  in  its  earlier  form  of  no  less  an  authority  than  Dr.  Johnson.  From  1802 
he  lived  at  Wimbledon  and  died  there  in  1812.  He  expressed  a  wish  to  be  buried 
under  a  marble  slab  in  his  garden,  but  this  was  not  done  and  he  lies  in  St.  Mary’s 
churchyard,  Ealing,  where  a  memorial  was  erected  in  1919  by  the  New  England 
Society  of  Brooklyn,  U.S.A. 

Collectors  of  the  halfpenny  Middlesex  tokens  are  familiar  with  the  dozen  or  so 
varieties  associated  with  Tooke  as  these  are  by  no  means  rarities,  but  the  penny  token 
in  white  metal  is  not  common.  This  has  on  the  obverse  the  three  heads  in  profile 
of  Hardy,  Tooke,  and  Thelwall,  and  on  the  reverse  the  36  names  of  the  jurymen  at 
the  trials  in  1794.  It  will  be  noted  that  six  of  them  served  on  two  of  the  trials.

Except  for  the  short  note  “An  Extremely  Rare  Pattern  Rupee  for  British  India” 
by  Henry  Garside  in  the  Numismatic  Circular  Vol.  XX,  1912,  col.  13804,  and  occa¬ 
sional  listings  in  sale  catalogues,  I  am  unaware  of  any  article  or  record  which  furnishes 
details  of  the  pattern  rupees  illustrated  above.  Garside’s  note  only  described  Type  I, 
but  two  designs  were  prepared. 

No  reference  to  them  has  so  far  been  traced  by  the  writer  in  official  records,  but 
a  Royal  Mint  memorandum  of  November  1901  explains  why  these  patterns  were 
rejected  for  the  British  Indian  coinage. 

Queen  Victoria,  Empress  of  India,  died  22nd  January,  1901,  and  it  became 
necessary  to  prepare  new  obverse  designs  for  the  coinage.  From  the  occurence  of 
these  pattern  rupees,  it  is  also  evident  that  some  thought  was  given  to  an  improved 
design  for  the  reverses,  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  the  very  plain  and  simple  statement  of 
values  shown  on  the  Victorian  issues.  In  1901,  the  die  centre  for  the  British  Indian 
mints  of  Bombay  and  Calcutta,  was  located  at  the  Calcutta  mint,  and  from  the  year 
1834  when  this  centre  was  established,  all  the  matrix  dies  required  for  the  coinage  of 
British  India  had  been  prepared  there.  Sometimes  with  designs  executed  by  Calcutta 
mint  engravers,  and  at  others,  from  matrices,  punches,  or  models  prepared  in  England 
at  Birmingham  or  the  Royal  Mint,  London. 

When  Edward  VII  ascended  the  throne,  the  engraver  on  the  establishment  of  the 
Calcutta  mint  was  a  Mr.  F.  K.  Wezel  (first  appointed  1st  October,  1893),  and  early 
in  the  year,  he  commenced  work  on  preparing  designs  for  the  obverse  and  reverse 
of  a  new  rupee,  the  finished  results  being  the  two  patterns  now  illustrated  and  both 
signed  on  the  obverse  with  his  initials,  K.w. 

Both  patterns  must  have  been  completed  about  June  or  July.  Specimens  were 
then  forwarded  to  the  Government  at  Delhi  by  the  Mintmaster  for  examination 
and  approval.  However,  the  Indian  Government  did  not  take  it  upon  themselves  to 
sanction  their  issue,  but  in  turn  forwarded  specimens  of  both  patterns  to  England 
with  the  intention  of  receiving  His  Majesty’s  approval. 

Whether  specimens  were  ever  shown  to  King  Edward  is  not  known,  but  it  has 
been  established  that  in  November  1901  the  two  patterns  were  submitted  by  the 
India  Office  to  the  Royal  Mint  for  their  opinion. 

The  Royal  Mint  were  not  very  complimentary.  They  expressed  the  view  that  the 
coins  were  not  of  a  particularly  good  design,  nor  were  they  well  engraved.  In 
particular  the  hair  of  the  head  of  the  King  as  also  the  beard  was  considered  too 
coarse  while  the  profile  was  not  finished  or  rounded  off.  The  latin  inscription  and  the 
u  of  eduardus  were  depreciated. 

As  a  result  of  these  criticisms,  Wczel’s  designs  were  discarded  and  it  was  decided 
to  adopt  for  the  obverse  of  the  Indian  coinage  the  effigy  of  the  King  by  G.  W.  De 
Saulles  which  had  been  approved  for  the  English  sovereign  and  to  use  an  English 
inscription.  An  English  reverse  was  also  prepared  by  De  Saulles. 

Am  examination  of  the  patterns  confirm  the  Royal  Mint  opinion  concerning 
the  Kings  effigy  which  appears  more  aged  than  the  English  design,  very  probably 
because  of  the  lack  of  facilities  in  India  for  obtaining  suitable  models  of  King  Edward 
VII  in  1901.  Nevertheless,  while  Wezel,  as  an  artist  was  probably  not  gifted  in  the 
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design  of  human  features,  his  Indian  tiger  is  quite  well  done  and  in  fact,  it  served 
as  a  model  for  the  design  of  the  reverse  of  the  new  pure  nickel  coins  introduced  in 
1946  (see  B.N.J.,  Vol.  XXXVII,  1968,  p.  171,  fig.  34). 

H.  Garside  records  the  pattern  described  by  him  (Type  I)  as  “extremely  rare”, 
and  this  seems  to  be  so,  for  they  are  seldom  present  as  a  pair  in  collectors’  cabinets, 
although  one  or  the  other  have  been  noted  in  the  more  notable  sales  of  collections  of 
British  Commonwealth  Coins  during  the  past  60  odd  years. 


FRENCH  AND  OTHER  EUROPEAN  BRONZE  COINS 
COUNTERMARKED  IN  ENGLAND 
FOR  USE  AS  ADVERTISEMENT  TICKETS 
IN  THE  LATE  NINETEENTH  CENTURY.

An  interesting  sideline  of  French  and  English  numismatic  history  is  the  circula¬ 
tion  of  European  bronze  coins  in  late  Victorian  England.  These  were  mainly  French, 
but  coins  also  came  from  Italy,  Luxembourg  and  Spain. 

At  various  times  in  this  period,  there  was  a  shortage  of  small  change  in  England. 
The  Royal  Mint  was  particularly  hard  pressed  due  to  the  change-over  from  copper 
to  bronze  in  December  1860,  and  twice  gave  contracts  to  Birmingham  firms  to  issue 
bronze  coinage:  Boulton  and  Watt,  and  Ralph  Heaton  and  Sons,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Mint  Officers,  struck  some  1700  to  1800  tons  of  bronze  coins  1860-2; 
coining  was  again  entrusted  to  Heatons  1874-82. 

The  change  to  bronze  (95%  copper,  4%  tin,  1%  zinc)  had  already  been  made  in 
France  by  the  Law  of  6th  May  1852.  French  bronze  10  and  5  centime  pieces  were 
virtually  identical  in  size  and  weight  to  English  pennies  and  halfpence — see  table 
below :

At  the  rate  of  exchange  then  operating,  it  was  possible  to  import  10  centime  pieces 
at  252  to  the  £,  thus  yielding  a  profit  of  a  shilling  per  £,  and  satisfying  the  public 
demand  for  small  change.  This  was  encouraged  in  that  import  of  these  pieces  was 
not  illegal. 

They  both  circulated  as  coins,  and  were  countermarked  as  advertisement  tickets, 
particularly  in  London  and  the  South  of  England.  They  were  never,  of  course,  legal 
tender  as  coins,  but  were  very  commonly  accepted.  At  a  time  when  competitive 
advertising  was  growing  fast,  it  was  not  illegal  to  deface  foreign  coins,  though,  by 
the  Coinage  Offences  Act  of  1861,  defacing  British  and  Colonial  coins  by  stamping 
names  or  words  on  them  was  punishable  with  penal  servitude,  or  imprisonment  for 
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various  periods  from  7  years  downwards.  Hence  the  use  of  foreign  coins  for  adver¬ 
tisement  tickets.  The  “Pears’  Soap”  countermark  on  French  coins  is  the  commonest, 
but  probably  not  the  earliest  of  these. 

By  the  late  1880’s,  these  pieces  had  become  so  plentiful  that  the  Government 
decided  to  prohibit  their  importation  and  arrange  for  their  withdrawal  from  circula¬ 
tion. 

Circulation 

The  earliest  newspaper  complaints  I  have  seen  about  the  circulation  of  foreign 
bronze  coins  date  from  the  late  1870’s.  In  March  1879,  it  was  stated  that  18  months 
earlier  “French  Pennies”  were  as  plentiful  in  London  as  English  pennies.  Another 
report  alleged  that  a  trade  had  grown  up  among  those  supplying  change  to  omnibus 
conductors,  small  tradesmen  etc.,  who  bought  “French  Pennies”  from  foreigners  at 
14  or  15  to  the  shilling,  and  gave  them  out  at  a  penny  each.  A  further  report  com¬ 
mented  that  the  large  number  of  foreign  bronze  coins  circulating  in  the  great  towns 
was  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  necessities  of  “exchange”  by  foreigners  visiting 
England. 

More  specifically,  it  was  reported  that  French  sous  and  10  centime  pieces,  and 
Italian  and  Spanish  coins  of  similar  denominations,  were  met  with  by  the  thousand, 
that  there  was  at  least  one  in  every  six-pennyworth  of  copper,  while  10%  of  the  copper 
coin  circulating  in  London  was  said  to  be  foreign.  A  question  in  the  Commons  on 
31st  May  1886  went  further:  the  Member  for  Tower  Hamlets,  Whitechapel,  asked 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  if  he  was  aware  that  foreign  copper  made  up  a  fifth 
of  the  copper  coins  circulating  in  the  East  End  of  London.  On  12th  March  1887  a 
bank  cashier  wrote  to  the  “Times”  that  of  £5  in  copper  paid  in  by  one  of  the  railway 
companies,  8/1  d  (8%)  had  been  in  French  coins.  The  situation  was  becoming  “a 
great  nuisance,  as  many  people  object  to  taking  them”. 

Earlier,  the  Government  had  been  sceptical  that  there  was  any  problem.  In 
reply  to  a  Commons  question  on  20th  November  1884,  Mr.  Childers  stated  that 
interference  with  travellers  bringing  coin  from  France  would  be  unwarrantable, 
particularly  while  English  pence  circulated  in  Paris.  There  was  no  reason  to  believe 
that  French  coin  was  imported  commercially — the  profit  would  be  only  1%,  which 
would  be  offset  by  insurance,  freight,  etc.  He  thought  that  all  the  Government  could 
do  was  to  refuse  to  accept  the  coins  if  tendered,  and  this  was  done  at  the  Post  Office, 
the  Custom  House,  and  Inland  Revenue  Offices.  In  theory  this  was  so;  in  fact  they 
were  widely  accepted  at  individual  post  offices  to  avoid  inconvenience.  A  question 
about  coins  “having  the  advertisement  of  a  certain  soap  stamped  on  them”  (pre¬ 
sumably  Pears’)  being  refused  for  payment,  particularly  on  the  South  London 
trams,  was  raised  on  22nd  May  1885:  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  Mr. 
Hibbert,  replied  that  it  was  not  illegal  to  deface  such  coins,  and  that  they  were  not 
legal  tender,  whether  defaced  or  not;  the  public  had  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands 
by  refusing  to  accept  them.  An  anxious  letter  to  the  “Times”  of  26th  May  1885 
expressed  fears  that  the  French  would  retaliate  by  defacing  English  coins.  (1  his 
did  happen,  but  only  to  a  small  extent.) 

Withdrawal 

By  1886,  the  Government  had  changed  its  tune.  (Ralph  Heaton  of  the  Mint, 
Birmingham,  writing  to  the  “Times”  on  13th  April  1887,  suggested  this  wras  due  to 
loss  of  mint  profit  because  of  circulation  of  foreign  rather  than  English  coins.)  On 
June  11th,  in  the  debate  on  the  Customs  Bill,  Sir  William  Harcourt,  asked  by  an 
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Edinburgh  Member  why  legislation  to  prohibit  the  import  of  foreign  bronze  was 
necessary,  stated  that  these  coins  were  imported  in  very  large  quantities  indeed, 
and  great  injury  was  done  to  the  working  classes  in  having  coin  passed  to  them  which 
anyone  could  legally  refuse.  The  result  v/as  the  Customs  Amendment  Act,  passed 
25th  June  1886,  of  which  Section  2  provided  for  a  proclamation  prohibiting  the 
importation  of  foreign  coin.  However  the  Government,  Gladstone’s  third  Ministry, 
fell  before  any  such  proclamation  could  be  made. 

The  proclamation  duly  came,  under  Salisbury’s  second  Ministry,  on  25th  March 
1887:  this  prohibited  the  import  into  the  United  Kingdom  of  all  foreign  coins  other 
than  gold  or  silver. 

The  immediate  outcome  was  an  immense  outcry  from  press  and  public:  the 
proclamation  was  assumed  by  the  people  to  prohibit  the  circulation  of  foreign  bronze 
coins,  not  merely  their  import,  although,  as  stated  earlier,  they  never  had  been  legal 
tender  in  England.  On  31st  March,  the  Postmaster  at  101  Cannon  St.  asked  if  French 
coins  could  be  refused— so  many  had  been  in  circulation  that  they  had  been  accepted 
as  the  Post  Office,  and  the  public  were  now  objecting  to  receiving  them  in  change. 
A  similar  query  came  from  Northampton.  On  4th  April,  King’s  Cross  railway  booking 
office  reported  that  the  trend  of  travellers  going  north  refusing  to  accept  such  coins 
had  become  more  marked  lately.  Omnibus  conductors  were  instructed  not  to  accept 
them,  and  small  traders  followed  suit.  The  “Times”  conducted  a  lively  correspon¬ 
dence  on  the  subject,  with  frequent  outspoken  editorial  comment.  On  11th  April, 
letters  from  two  East  End  clergymen  were  published :  one  suggesting  that,  to  avoid 
hardship,  the  coins  should  be  exchanged  at  Post  Offices  at  the  rate  of  2  pence  for  3 
French  10  centime  pieces,  and  then  recoined;  he  had  in  fact  collected  1593  coins  (with 
a  face  value  of  1227  “French  pence” — i.e.  122.7  francs,  in  which  case  this  would 
have  consisted  of  732  5  centime  and  861  10  centime  pieces — a  greater  proportion  of 
5  centimes  than  is  apparent  from  other  evidence)  in  eight  streets  of  his  parish,  and 
exchanged  them  for  English  coins.  The  other  suggested  that  the  foreign  coins  should 
be  tolerated  for  a  period  of  grace,  and  then  called  in,  pointing  out  that  to,  in  effect, 
stop  circulation  of  these  pieces  played  havoc  with  those  to  whom  2d  was  a  large 
sum:  one  could  buy  \  lb.  of  bread  for  J-d,  a  herring  for  id,  some  tobacco  for  Jd, 
tea  for  ]d,  and  sugar  for  Jd.  A  “Times”  leader  supported  these  views. 

The  Government  succumbed  to  this  pressure.  The  Chancellor,  Mr.  Goschen, 
announced  on  14th  April  that  these  coins  would  be  received  for  exchange  in  cash  or 
stamps  at  any  Post  Office,  at  the  rate  of  13  to  the  shilling,  minimum  quantity  a 
shilling’s  worth,  from  the  following  Monday,  April  18th,  for  six  weeks  until  May  31st. 
He  expressed  the  Government’s  anxiety  to  alleviate  hardship  to  the  poor  inadver¬ 
tently  caused  by  the  proclamation,  which  had  been  aimed  at  stopping  the  import  of 
these  coins  .by  fishermen  from  ports  in  northern  France.  The  Chancellor  added  that 
the  method  he  proposed  was  better  than  exchanging  piece  for  piece,  as  this  would 
merely  encourage  import  until  the  expiry  of  the  period  of  grace,  and  the  Mint  would 
lose  further  profit.  The  minimum  amount  was  reduced  to  six-pennyworth  on  1 5th 
April  by  Treasury  Minute — the  “Times”  had  pressed  for  this  in  its  issue  of  the  same 
day.  A  Post  Office  Circular  of  16th  April  was  worded  accordingly,  and  instructions 
given  to  Postmasters  not  to  reissue  the  coins  but  to  send  them  to  local  Head  Post 
Offices,  or  the  Metropolitan  Office.  The  public  were  informed  by  the  press,  and  by 
notices  in  local  Post  Offices. 

Further  queries  arose :  should  foreign  bronze  be  accepted  to  an  unlimited  amount 
— one  man  in  Gainsborough  paid  in  coins  to  the  value  of  £3  16s.  The  Postmaster  at 
179  Sloane  St.  asked  if  foreign  coins  bearing  “Pears’  Soap”  or  other  advertisements 
could  be  accepted.  The  answer  to  both  was  yes. 
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On  June  13th  the  Chancellor  replied,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Montagu, 
Member  for  Tower  Hamlets,  Whitechapel,  that  he  had  reason  to  believe  that  with¬ 
drawal  of  these  coins  from  circulation  was  practically  complete,  that  there  had  been 
no  special  demand  for  British  bronze  in  consequence,  either  in  the  Metropolitan 
district  or  the  provinces,  and  that  he  would  make  no  further  provision  for  their 
withdrawal.  He  would,  however,  issue  a  further  warning.  The  result  was  a  notice  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  dated  27th  June  warning  the  public  that  foreign 
bronze  coins  were  not  legal  tender,  and  their  import  was  prohibited.  23,000  copies 
were  sent  for  exhibition  at  Post  Offices,  particularly  at  seaport  towns.

(ii)  5  tons  of  defaced  and  miscellaneous  coins  (presumably  countermarked  pieces,  and 
coins  of  countries  other  than  France  and  Italy),  face  value  approx.  51,545  francs, 
sold  at  a  lower  rate,  but  well  above  scrap  metal  price.  (Face  value  £2045  at  25.20 
francs  to  the  £). 

(Assuming,  say,  2  10  centime  pieces  to  each  5  centimes,  this  would  represent  412,360 
10c  pieces,  206,180  5c  pieces.*)

This  was  not  quite  the  end  of  the  story:  foreign  bronze  coins,  without  counter- 
marks,  were  still  circulating  in  the  East  Midlands  as  late  as  the  1920’s;  many  of  the 
pre-1887  countermarked  pieces  survived;  others  were  countermarked  after  1887. 

A  list  of  countermarks  follows,  with  coin  types  on  which  they  occur  (Table  3) 
and  dates  and  varieties  known,  with  source  reference  (Table  4)  and  notes  on  the 
various  issuers.  The  lists  are  doubtless  incomplete  and  further  information  from 
readers  would  be  most  welcome.

Baker. 

Gabriel  Augustine  Baker  worked  as  a  photographer  at  28  Jubilee  Street,  E.,  off  Mile  End 
Road,  from  1872  to  1898. 

Borwick.  Plate  71 

George  Borwick,  of  Morven,  Torquay,  was  born  in  1806.  He  founded  the  famous  baking 
powder  firm,  George  Berwick  &  Sons  Ltd.,  in  1842.  In  1880,  Borwick  had  premises  at  24 
Chiswell  St.,  E.C.,  and  134  Upper  Thames  St.,  E.C.  He  died  in  1889,  leaving  £259,000. 
His  son,  Robert  Hudson  Borwick  (1845-1936).  a  director  of  the  firm,  was  knighted  in  1916 
and  raised  to  the  peerage  in  1922.  Borwick’s  later  became  a  subsidiary  of  H.  J.  Green  and  Co. 
Ltd  of  Brighton,  and  are  now  owned  by  the  Pillsbury  Co.,  of  Minneapolis,  U.S.A. 

Colman. 

Jeremiah  Colman,  aged  27,  left  a  flour  mill  in  Bawburgh  in  1804  and  set  up  on  his  own  in  a 
windmill  at  Norwich.  He  moved  to  Stoke  Mill,  4  miles  south  of  Norwich,  in  1814,  when  he 
started  producing  mustard.  Jeremiah  had  no  sons  of  his  own,  but  eleven  nephews  (who  played 
together  as  a  cricket  team).  One  of  these,  James  Colman,  he  took  into  partnership,  and  two  others 
were  sent  to  London  when  an  office  was  opened  there  about  1824.  Carrow  Mill,  Norwich,  was 
opened  in  1857.  Colmans  became  a  limited  company  in  1896,  and,  because  of  their  joint  interest 
in  starch,  formed  a  trading  merger  with  Reckitt  &  Sons  of  Hull  in  1938.  A  new  Company, 
Reckitt  &  Colman  Holdings  Ltd.  was  formed  in  1954.  The  London  office,  the  probable  source 
of  this  countermark,  was  at  various  premises  over  the  years:  the  first  London  directory  entry 
for  J.  &  J.  Colman  is  at  Symons  Wharf,  Tooley  St.  in  1824,  moving  to  Southwark  Square, 
Borough  by  1827-8,  then  to  8  Cloak  Lane  1829-32.  From  1835  to  1848,  Colmans  were  at  1 
Dowgate  Hill,  and  in  1851  at  9  College  Hill.  Between  1855  and  1866  they  were  at  26  Cannon 
St.  and  2  New  Corn  Exchange,  Mark  Lane,  and  at  108  Cannon  St.  and  2  New  Corn  Exchange 
1867-93.  In  1892-3,  the  firm  was  also  at  7  Old  Ford  Road,  and  from  1894  to  1903  at  108  Cannon 
St.  only.  Between  1907  and  1946,  Colmans  were  at  108  Cannon  St.  and  76/77  Wapping  Wall; 
from  1947  to  date  certain  staff  have  been  at  the  Reckitt  Head  Office  at  40  Bedford  Square. 

Dix. 

Street  directories  show  the  following  entries:  Richard  Dix,  tin  plate  worker,  93  White 
Lion  St.,  Pentonville,  N.,  and  128  St.  John  St.  Rd.,  E.C.  (1875),  George  Thomas  Dix,  tinplate 
worker  at  latter  address  (1880),  George  Richard  Dix,  Gas  Lamp  Manufacturer,  124,  later  124 
and  180,  later  350  and  412  St.  John  St.,  E.C.  (1883-1909). 

Empire  Theatre.  Plate  71 

The  Empire  Theatre,  Leicester  Square,  was  opened  on  17th  April  1884  by  Nichols  (Daniel 
Nicholas  Thevenon),  proprietor  of  the  Cafe  Royal.  The  theatre  was  built  on  the  site  of 
Savile  House,  home  of  two  Princes  of  Wales  in  the  18th  century,  later  rebuilt  as  an  exhibition 
gallery,  Eldorado  Music  Hall,  and  Cafe  Chantant.  This  second  building  had  been  destroyed  by 
fire  on  28th  February  1865.  The  Empire  was  not  a  success  as  a  theatre,  and  reopened  as  a 
Music  Hall  in  December  1887.  It  became  a  theatre  again  in  1918,  and  was  demolished  and 
rebuilt  as  a  cinema  in  1927.  The  countermark  was  probably  made  in  1884  to  launch  the  new 
theatre,  whose  first  manager  was  H.  J.  Hitchins. 

Gotkard. 

Charles  Gothard  and  Co.,  Coal  and  Coke  Merchants,  1864-1911,  started  at  the  Midland 
Railway  Coal  Depot,  Agar  Town,  N.W.  Later,  they  established  a  depot  at  Amelia  St., 
Walworth,  S.E.  By  1900,  the  firm  had  several  branches,  but  their  head  office  remained  at  St. 
Pancras.  There  is  still  a  coal  merchant  of  the  same  name  active:  J.  Gothard  and  Sons,  of 
Chesterfield. 

Heron. 

Heron  and  Sons  were  Wine  Merchants  at  40  Mark  Lane,  E.C.  (1861),  37  Ely  Place,  E.C. 
(1864),  and  158  New  Bond  St.,  W.  (1865-72).  William  Charles  Heron  was  a  Wine  Merchant 
at  90  Queens  Road,  Bayswater,  W.  (1875-83).  This  countermark  cannot  thus  be  later  than  1883. 

Hyman. 

Attribution  of  this  countermark  is  uncertain.  A  probability  is  David  Hyman,  wholesale 
rag  merchants,  founded  1840,  in  1880  at  Iron  Wharf,  Thornhill  Bridge,  135  Caledonian  Road, 
N.,  or  his  sons  Israel  and  John  Hyman,  rag  and  metal  merchants,  Britannia  St.,  Kings  Cross 
Rd.,  W.C.,  and  Wicklow  St.,  Kings  Cross  Rd.,  W.C.,  established  in  1861.  The  firm,  who  are 
still  in  business  at  9  Brewery  Road,  N.7,  have  not  been  able  to  confirm  this. 
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May. 

Henry  May  appears  in  street  directories  as  follows:  Washing  Powder  Maker,  4  Princes  St., 
Fitzroy  Sq.,  W.  (1867),  6  Goodwin  St.,  Barnsbury,  N.  (1869),  Bride  St.,  Barnsbury,  N.  (1870), 
and  at  the  same  address,  described  as  a  Washing  Crystal  Manufacturer,  from  1878.  By  1885  he 
had  moved  to  Fakenham  St.,  Metropolitan  Cattle  Market,  N.,  and  the  following  year  was  at 
Goodinge  Road,  N.  By  1890,  the  entry  is  Henry  May  &  Co.,  washing  powder,  extract  of  soap  and 
starch  glaze  manufacturers,  and  milk  and  cream  preservative  makers,  at  the  same  address. 
In  1901  and  1904  the  firm  was  at  14  Fakenham  St.,  Goodinge  Rd.,  Cattle  Market,  N.,  and 
were  described  as  extract  of  soap  and  starch  glaze  manufacturers,  starch  and  match  importers. 
The  entry  ceases  by  1907. 

Pears. 

Andrew  Pears,  a  Cornishman,  started  making  soap  in  1789.  His  transparent  soap  dates  from 
1807.  He  moved  from  a  barber’s  shop  in  Gerrard  St.  to  a  factory  at  55  Wells  St.,  off  Oxford 
St.,  and  in  1835  took  his  grandson  Francis  into  the  business.  From  1838,  Francis  carried  on 
alone.  In  1862,  the  Lanadron  Works  were  opened  at  Isleworth.  About  the  same  time,  Thomas 
J.  Barratt  married  Francis  Pears’  eldest  daughter;  a  salesman  with  ingenious  ideas  on  advertising, 
he  became,  in  1865,  London  Manager  for  Pears,  and  joint  proprietor,  with  Francis,  and  Andrew, 
Francis’  son.  The  firm’s  big  expansion  came  after  Francis’  retirement  in  1875,  when  Barratt 
was  free  to  develop  his  advertising  ideas.  He  thought  up  puzzles,  optical  illusions,  sky  advertise¬ 
ments,  and  other  devices  to  focus  public  attention  on  Pears’  Soap,  as  well  as  normal  press  and 
poster  advertising,  at  home  and  abroad,  particularly  in  the  United  States.  Some  famous 
examples  are:  “He  won’t  be  happy  till  he  gets  it”,  (baby  in  the  bath);  “Good  morning  Have 
you  used  Pears’  Soap  ?”;  Harry  Furniss’  drawing  of  a  tramp  in  Punch,  April  1884:  “Two  years 
ago  I  used  your  soap,  since  when  I  have  used  no  other”.  He  bought  Millais’  painting  “Bubbles” 
for  £2,200  to  mount  an  advertising  campaign.  In  this  climate,  one  of  intense  competition 
among  soap  firms  following  the  repeal  of  the  excise  tax  on  soap  in  1853,  Barratt  saw  the 
advertising  possibilities  of  the  foreign  bronze  coins  circulating  freely  in  the  1880’s;it  was  not 
illegal  to  deface  coins  except  those  of  the  realm.  He  imported  250,000  such  pieces  and 
countermarked  them  pears’  soap,  putting  them  into  circulation  by  means  of  commissionaires. 
The  countermarking  must  have  been  done  between  1884,  the  latest  countermarked  coin  I 
know  of,  and  22nd  May  1885,  when  a  question  was  asked  in  the  Commons  about  these  pieces. 
Apparently  only  French  coins  were  countermarked  in  this  way. 

The  original  premises  were  at  91  Great  Russell  St.,  later  spreading  to  number  38,  before 
a  new  palatial  headquarters  and  art  gallery  were  built  at  71,  73  and  75  New  Oxford  St. 

A.  &  F.  Pears  became  a  Limited  Liability  Company  in  1892,  with  Barratt  as  Chairman  and 
Managing  Director.  In  1914,  Pears  became  a  subsidiary  of  Lever  Brothers  Ltd.,  and  in  1929 
was  one  of  the  founding  companies  of  Unilever. 

Racing  Opinion. 

Racing  Opinion  was  a  newspaper  published  from  26th  April  1881  to  10th  March  1922.  In 
1886  the  paper’s  office  was  at  26  Bouverie  St.,  E.C.  The  advertisement  tickets  may  have  been 
a  promotional  stunt  when  the  paper  started. 

Stonard. 

George  Stonard,  Tobacconist,  lived  at  3  Pembridge  Cottages,  Blandford  Road,  Ealing, 
London,  W  and  appears  in  street  directories  for  1888  and  1889.  In  1894-6,  the  entry  at  this 
address  is  for  Mrs.  Stonard,  no  tobacconist  mentioned.  The  countermark  was  probably  made 
about  1888.

Sandozvn. 

Rembridge. 

Henry  Charles  Rembridge,  of  York  Hotel,  Wilkes  Road,  appears  in  street  directories 
1879-95.  By  1898  the  hotel  had  changed  hands.  There  is  still  a  York  Inn  in  York  Road. 

Shanklin. 

Dear. 

Clement  Dear  was  established  in  1840  at  Ventnor,  and  appears  in  the  Ventnor  directory 
of  1871.  In  1878,  there  is  an  entry  in  the  Shanklin  directory  for  Dear  and  Thomas,  Grocers, 
Bakers  and  Agents  for  W.  &  A.  Gilbey’s  Wines  and  Spirits,  High  Street,  Shanklin  (and 
Ventnor).  The  entry  continues  until  1906. 

3.  SUSSEX. 

Brighton. 

Mitchell. 

H.  E.  Mitchell,  saw  and  tool  maker,  was  at  12  High  Street,  Brighton,  in  1870.  He  appears 
n  street  directories  as  H.  E.  Mitchell  at  4  North  Road,  between  1872  and  1S93,  and  as  H.  E. 
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Mitchell  &  Co.  Ltd.,  at  the  same  address  from  1894  to  1899.  The  premises  are  now  occupied 
by  J.  B.  Bennett  &  Co.  Ltd.,  Tool  Merchants. 

Moody. 

G.  Moody  was  in  business  at  33  Upper  Saint  James  St.  from  1883  to  1898.  Before  this, 
he  was  at  71  Edward  St.,  and  after  1898,  at  125  Gloucester  Road. 

Tilley.  Plate  71 

Tilley  Bros.,  corn,  flour,  seed  and  coal  merchants,  appear  in  street  directories  from  1882 
to  1923  as  local  merchants,  at  11  and  161-2  Lewes  Road,  133  London  Road,  4  Ann  St.,  and 
104  Church  St. — the  addresses  vary  slightly  through  the  years.  The  entry  is  for  seedsmen  in 
1924  at  117  Western  Rd.,  and  in  1925  at  The  Granaries,  Davigdor  Road. 

Eastbourne. 

Clift. 

M.  B.  Clift  ran  a  Music  Warehouse  at  4  Gildredge  Road.  The  firm  appears  in  street 
directories  from  1877  to  1940. 

Hastings. 

Feaist. 

John  Feaist  first  appears  in  the  Hastings  directories  in  1865  as  owner  of  a  General  Shop 
at  Robertson  House,  Halton.  By  1867,  the  entry  is  John  Feaist,  Baker,  21  Castle  Road.  In 
1884  the  address  is  given  as  Rock  Bread  factory,  Castle  Road.  The  firm  branched  out,  and  by 
1929  had  3  premises  besides  offices  and  factory  at  32,  34  and  36  Castle  Hill  Road;  in  1939 
there  were  6  premises.  Between  1940  and  1964,  the  firm  appears  as  Henry  King  and  Feaist. 
By  1966  some  of  the  premises  were  occupied  by  Duncan  Foster  Ltd.,  and  others  were  sold. 
In  the  late  19th  century,  Feaist’s  were  frequent  and  enterprising  advertisers  in  the  local 
directories. 

4.  UNATTRIBUTED. 

Arnold. 

Issuer  unknown,  but  probable  that  issued  by  a  firm,  rather  than  a  “punch-happy”  workman. 
Atkinson. 

It  is  probable  that  this  piece  was  issued  by  J.  and  E.  Atkinson  Ltd.,  Perfumers,  established 
1799,  formerly  of  24  Old  Bond  St.,  London,  and  now  at  45  Portman  Square.  The  firm  have  not 
been  able  to  confirm  this,  but  they  were  prolific  advertisers  in  the  1880’s,  and  closely  associated 
with  Pears;  it  is  very  likely  that  Atkinson  followed  the  Pears’  practice. 

M. 

Issuer  unknown.  See  my  comments  on  Arnold  above.  The  piece  could,  perhaps,  be  a 
gambling  machine  token. 

Osborne.  , 

Possibly  Osborne  and  Co.,  brass,  bronze,  copper,  gun  metal  and  german  silver  founders, 
white  metal,  phosphor  bronze,  manganese  bronze  and  solder  manufacturers  and  merchants, 
11  Great  Garden  St.,  Whitechapel,  London,  E,  They  were  prolific  advertisers  in  the  1880’s 
and  held  at  least  one  patent.  Another  candidate  might  be  E.  M.  Osborne,  Patent  medicine 
vendor,  of  26  Thavie’s  Inn,  Holborn,  E.C.  (1880),  and  65  Hatton  Garden,  E.C.  (1885). 

PB  A  possibility  is  P.  B.  Ad  vertizing  Co.  Ltd.,  130  Fleet  St.,  London,  E.C.  (1913),  and  42 
Old  Broad  St.  (1914).  In  this  case,  the  piece  is  more  likely  to  be  a  gambling  machine  token  than 
an  advertisement  ticket— these  are  usually  of  earlier  date. 

Another  possibility  is  a  maker  of  automatic  machines:  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins  reports  some  more 
recent  brass  and  white  metal  discs — gambling  machine  tokens  with  “P.B.A.Co.”  and  large 
figure  1  or  2  each  side.
